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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants arguments have been fully 
considered but have not been found to be persuasive. In regards to claims 1 and 22, the Examiner asserts that Wegner's Fig. 1 shows a 
position in which abutment (1 .26A) is misaligned with the release element (2.6); wherein said abutment comes into alignment with said 
release member once contact is made. As it concerns claim 20, the Examiner asserts that the abutments (1 .26A, 1 .26B) move "generally 
linearly" from the instant they contact release member (2.6) to the instant said release member contacts abutment (1 .27). In regards to 
claim 21 , as shown in Fig. 1 , the magnet (2.1) allows release member to move and therefore does not "hold" it. . 
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
